SIGHT OF THER 
DEAD COMRADES 


PROVES TOO ‘MUCH 


Investigation Into Tubercurry Raid 
Shows Military Greatly Provoked. 


Dublin, October 7.—Police‘ officials 
who have investigated the circum- 
stances of the raid on the village of 
Tubbercurry, late Thursday night’, 
have submitted a report to Dublin 
Castle, whiche officials there declare 
‘illustrate the state of mind under 
which reprisals might occur.” . This 
report was written for the inforaoa- 
tion of the authorities, and was, not 
intended for publication. - 

The motor lorry carrying a squad 
of policemen, including Brady and 
O’Hara, two officers who were ‘Killed 
during. Thursday evening, fell into 
what is described as a death trap. 
Firing from an elaborately prepared 
ambuscade, the assailants of the 
motor lorry used expanding bullets. 
When two motor lorry parties of 
police and soldiers entered Tuber- 
curry barracks from Sligo, the men 
found Brady’s body on the kitchen 
floor and O’Hara in a room nearby, 
moaning with intense pain. 

The reports declare the police and 
soldiers rushed out and the next min- 
ute sounds of shots and of doors 
being lmttered down were heard. 
The writer of the report says he ‘“ap- 
pealed to the men over and over 
again to desist, but they were simply 
mad with passion, and restraint. and 
discipline was thrown to the winds.” 

When, after great trouble, the 
officers were induced to re-enter, their. 
lorries, they dashed off ‘in’ the direc: 
tion of the creameries, which were 
later destroyed. .

A farmer in the Shady Nook -school 
district was fined $2 and costs by 
Justice Wallace on Saturday for not 
sending his 14-year-old boy.to school.

Major. John Barnett, new.head of 
the Soldier Settlement Board, has, 
since his connection with the board, 
occupied several important positions 
—first, as superintendent of the offica 
at Calgary; and, second, as general 
counsel of the board for the western 
provinces, s 

In this latter position he came’ into 
contact with returned men going on 
the land and was_instrumental in 
solving dificult problems of adminis- 
tration. He made a survey of soldier 
settlement conditions in all thé west- 
ern provinces and re-organized the 
district offices at Edmoncon, Van- 
couver and’ Saskatoon. He was in 
charge of the’ investigation at Win- 
nipeg into various complaints that 
had been made to the govergment re- 
garding the purchase of Jand in one 
of the districts of Manitoba.

KNOWS SOLDIERS’ NEEDS

He was killed in ac- 
tion... When the 187th was broken up 
in’ England Major Barnett reverted 
to ‘the rank of lieutenant and pro- 
ceeded to. France as machinegun offi- 
cer with the 50th*Battalion in May, 
1917. Following the Hill 70 battle, 
the major took part in the operatiors 
around. Lens, and was wqunded in the 
leg by a fragment of shell which broke 
his kneecap. Returning to his_bat- 
talion, he was present at the’ Pass- 
chendaele show and in March of the 
following year was invalided to Enzg- 
land, where he was boarded as medi- 
cally unfit for further service at the 
front.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Commissioners brought in the 
following report: : 


1. Regarding the water. extension 
on 5th St. South, Parkvale: We have 
finally received a quotation on 4 inch 
cast iron pipe, but with no guarantee 
of early delivery. You ~ will . note: 
from the correspondence submitted’ 
the difficulty of getting pipe at all. 
The quoted price will be $173.40 per 
ton F.O.B. Red Deer, whereas the 
last pipe ‘we bought cost $47.50. per 
ton, a liftle more than one fourth the 
present price. In view of the ex- 
tremely high price of the pipe, we will 
have to raise the estimate of cost of 
this ‘extension, and the estimate will 
now be: Cost of pipe, $1213.80; cost 
of laying main, $450.00; cost of 9 
services, $180.00. Total cost, 
$1843.80. f . 

To cover the cost of this $2,000.00 
debentures, 7 per cent., 20 year, 
would have to be sold, the annual 
payment on which would be $189.11: 
The approximate revenue from front- 
age tax and water rates would be 
$90.00 per year or about one-half the 
carrying charges. 

2. We. have not received any fur- 
ther advice regarding the payment of 
accounts due local merchants for 
goods or services supplied to the 
case from Sylvan Lake in the isola- 
tion hospital some time ago, and 
some of the.creditors are pressing for 
payment of their accounts which were 
necessarily guaranteed by the’ city. 
We ask your instructions ‘in the 
matter. 

3. Foreman Jones has completed 
the bnilding of the concrete pier over 
the waterworks intake pipe. We be- 
lieve that this work will improve the 
conditions there. 

4. Together with Alderman Moyes, 
we inspected the small house offered 
to the city by John Baile for isolation 
hospital purposes, and decided that, 
as the house was not well adapted for 
the purpose, and would cost a Jo: to 
move and repair, not to accept the 
offer. The other house is too large. 

5. We recommend that Chief of 
Police Anderson be. authorized to 
purchase a police overcoat. 

6. We have handed Payne & 
Graham, city solicitors, transfers of 
lands sold to the City at tax sales to 
have the tax sales confirmed and 
title vested in the city. List is sub- 
mitted herewith. 

7. We have arranged for Paul 
Hauss to do the night scavenger work. 

8..We are receiving quite a num- 
ber of applicatiéns for water and 
sewer connections and t will . keep 
the men busy to get "han instalied 
this month. 

9. We submit departmental repuits 
for September. 

10. We submit accounts 
authorization ta pay.

protest against the new railway rates 

has been made on the grounds that the 

giving of the new rates would raise the cost 

of living by a percentage many times higher 

than the percentage actually charged by the 
Canadian railways. : 


It was pointed out that the numerous mid- 
dlemen, who act as the distributors of goods, 
would each add his percentage of profit to 
the freight rate, so that although the railways 
might only receive, say 40 cents additional 
freight charges on a shipment, the public 
would be forced, by the distributing middle- 
men, to pay many times that amount. 


The management of the various Canadian 
railways desire, through this, their association, 
to draw the attention of newspaper readers 
to the highly significant fact that the recent 
increase in United States railway rates---an 
increase similar to the increase in Canada 
has actually been followed by a decrease in 


the cost of living in that country. © _ 
Furthermore: 


A great Canadian manufacturer recently 


made public---without any solicitation and | 


without the previous knowledge of the rail- 
way managements---figures which proved 
that the retail selling price of a yard of plain 
white cloth in Winnipeg after being hauled 
from Montreal to Toronto and Toronto to 
Winmnipeg, would be increased only one half 
a cent, even after the wholesaler had added 
20 per cent profit to the new freight rate and 


the retailers another 50 per cent. 


He showed that the distributors, whether 
rightly or wrongly, added 15 cents to his mill 
price of 16 cents per yard. 


Yet the railways carried the raw cotton 


for this yard of goods from Texas to Mont- 


‘real, and the finished goods from the mill to 


Toronto and Toronto to Winnipeg for one- 
and-one-half cents. 


One-and-one-half cents as against fifteen 
cents. 


We venture to believe that whatever the 
explanation or the justification may be, the 
same serious additions to cost by the distri- 
buting trades will be found in relation to 
almost every article of common household use. 


This is not to attack distributors. They 
may themselves be victims of a bad system 
or of an over-crowded trade. But it is to 
point out that if they add whatever percent- 
ages they, as a trade find convenient on top 
of the treight rates the railways cannot help 
either themselves or the public. The oppres- 
sive results of these practices should not be 
charged ‘against the railway managements, 
nor cited as reasons for holding freight rates 
down merely because railway rates can be 
held down while other prices soar as _ the 
various trades find necessary. 


AILWAY charges always must be a 
serious item in determining cost of pro- 
ductions. But the management of your 
railways urge upon your attention this fact: 
that antiquated, overloaded and wasteful sys- 
tems of distribution of goods are much more 
properly a subject for the public. 


Canada cannot prosper without pros- 
perous railways. Canadian railways 


cannot prosper unless Canada prospers, 


In all sincerity let us suggest that the 
people of Canada beware of those who would 
restrict and even strangle the railways simply 
because control exists there and is not so con- 
venient in other departments of commercial 
activity.

Calgary, 
Money— 

The premium on American funds 
has dropped considerably from a 
week ago, and stood this morning at 
8%. : 

Cattle— ¢ 

During the week the market on 
steers at Calgary was down “fully a 
dollar, but Wednesday and Thursday 
there has been a recovery, and prices 
are now $8.00 to $8.75 on the best, | 
and good butchers $7.00 to $8.00. 
There is comnetition for the medium 
steers with the packers and feeders, 
and they are ranging $6.50 to $7.25 
on the feeders, and the stocker steers 
$5.00 to $6.40. Cows were also much 
lower, and as yet are still under last 
week’s prices, with the few good 
beef ones at $5.50 to $6.35; good 
butchers, $4.50 to $5.50: medium, 
$4.00 to $4.50; common and canners, 
$3.00 to $4.00; stocker cows are $4.00 
to $5.00; stocker heifers, $4.00 to 
$5.25. Everything else has come 
back to about last week's prices: 


bulls, $4.00 to $6.25; calves, choice, 
$9.00 to $10.65; common, $5.00 to 
$9.00. American markets are im- 


proving, and as cattle from the old 
mange area can now be shipped on 
inspection, the market may improve. 

After some ups and downs during 
the week, the Edmonton pric&s on 
steers are around last week's quo- 
tations again, with a scarcity of top 
quality steers, but indications are 
that the really good ‘ones would 
bring $7.50 to $8.00; but’ most of them 
classing as good butchers going from 
$6.00 to $7.00; and the medium and 
common ones getting in the feeder 
classes, and, as the latter, are bring- 
ing from $6.50 to $7.50.' The cow 
market is lower, and the best cows, 
whiclr are not too good, are $6.25 to 
$6.50; good butchers, $5.00 to $6.00; 
medium, $4.50 to $5.00; common and 
canners, $3.00 to $4.25; stock cows 
are $4.00 and $4.50; stocker heifers, 
$4.25 to $5.00. The market on bulls 
has been a little easier, and the best 
ones- are selling for around $5.25. 
Calves are keeping about the same 
price, with the best up to $9.00 and 
the common ones $6.00 «to $8.00. 
Hogs— \ 

There has scarcely been enough 
hogs in-Calgary to make a market, 
and sales have been holding at last 
week’s price, $24.35. 

This morning the price was down 
to $24.00. : 

There has been a little weakness 
in the hog market at Edmonton, and 
the sales yesterday were $21.25 and 
$22.25. 

Sheep— 

Quite a lot of sheep going through 
the yards, and prices unchanged, ex- 
cept on wethers, which are a little 
lower. Lambs, $8.00 to $11.00; weth- 
ers, $7.50 to $8.25; ewes from $7.25 
down. . 

Shgep receipts at Edmonton have 
been moderate during the week, and 
prices are about as previously quot- 
ed, with the wethers from $8.00 
down; ewes, $7.00 down; and lambs 
a little weaker and probably around 
$9.50.

Milk flow is dé@creasing, 
and indications are that the move- 
ment of dairy butter from now on 
will be ligt.

Dublin, October 8.—Dublin Castie 
has given out a list of outstanding 
“offences” from January 1 to the 
week ending October 4. It was 
accompanied by the statement that 
it was “a significant fact that for all 
the murders and shootings of police- 
men, the number of perpetrators ap- 
prehended could be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 

“In this fact,”’ the statement adds, 
“might be found the motive for re- 
prisals. The authorities cannot get 
the men responsible, or; if they do, 
they get off through hunger striking, 
or clemency of thé government. No 
one can be found to testify against 
them, eithtr through intimidation or 
because of political sentiment.”

Calgary, October 10.—An_  injunc- 
tion restraining the operation of the 
One Big Union in the mines of the 
Drumheller ‘field was granted by the 
Supreme court here on Saturday on 
behalf of the coal operators of that 
field. The injunction is granted on 
two grounds, the first that the strik- 
ing O. B. U. miners did not ask for 
a board of ‘arbitration under the Le- 
mieux act, before going on_ strike, 
and, secondly, that the operators 
claimed that since they had a_ con- 
tract with the United Mine Workers 
for two years more, the One Big 
Union officials were coming into the 
ficld and inducing men to break that 
contract.

QUIET PERIAD 
AT THE GAPITAL 
IS LOOKED FOR 


Gossip Indicates There Will Be Lit- 
tle Doing at Ottawa During the 


Next Month. 
Ottawa, /Ogtober 10.—Insofar as 
important governmental action and 


big political developments are con: 
cerned, the capital is promised a peri- 
od of comparative calm during the 
néxt month or six weeks. Prime 
Minister Meighen will open, the by- 
election campaign in East Elgin, 
where the fight is between govern- 
ment and farmer candidates on Tues- 
day afternoon, when he will speak 
at Staffordville. He will then return 
to Ottawa and leave for Winnipeg 
on Friday night to open his tour of 
the four western provinces. It will 
be late in November before the prime 
minister is back in Ottawa. 

Sir George Foster will probably be 
left to guide the ship of state until 
he sails on November 3rd -for Geneva 
with Hon. C. J. Doherty to attend 
the meeting of the league of nations 
at Geneva, then some other minister 
will take hold. It so happens that 
the only question of importance loom- 
ing up at the present time is the de- 
mand from the west for the re-estab- 
lishment of the wheat board, a mat- 
ter that comes under the jurisdiction 
of Sir George as minister of trade 
and commerce. It will douhtless ‘be 
definitely dealt with before he goes 
abroad. 

In view of Mr. Meighen’s political 
tour, little credence is placed in re- 
cent gossip as to changes in the cabi- 
net and the possibility of a general 
election before parliament meets, it 
is believed, die@d when Hon. F. B. 
McCurdy and Hon. W. R. Wigmore 
were elected in Colchester and St. 
John’s respectively. Parliament will 


likely assemble during the third 
week in January with the present 
cabinet intact. Hon. J. D. Reid, 


minister of railways, who is having 
a two months’ vacation abroad, is 
believed to be destined for the upper 
house, but this change may not take 
place until the eve of the next general 
election, :

PREMIER MEIGHEN AND LABOR 


One of the characteristics of Cana- 
da’s new Prime Minister is, says the 
Toronto Mail and Empire, that, what- 
ever his audience, he wastes no time 
in platitudes. He is no rhetorician, 
no concocter of empty phrases. With 
obvious sincerity, and plainness of 
speech, he gets to grips instantly 
with the facts or the principles of his 
subject, and he unfailingly leaves an 


| 


audience with concrete ideas on it.; 


Whether or not his hearers agree 
with his views, they have always the 
deep satisfaction of being treated 
seriously, as men or women of sound 
discrimination, and a bond of respect 
and attachment is formed through 
the compelling directness of his argu- 
ment. The Trades and Labor Con- 
gress delegates who heard Premier 
Meighen speak briefly on labor pro- 
blems received sane, sober counsel as 
from a sincere friend. 


The main issue in Canadian Labor 
circles is the policy to be pursued in 
further advances. There is a minor- 
ity in some unions which favors dis- 
tinctly radical action. It has natural 
affiliations with the One Big Union, 
the I. W. W., and other more or less 
Bolshevist organizations. But the 
great mass of Canadian Trades Union 
members are conservatives. They 
own homes, or other property. They 
have families to be educated in good 
citizenship. Their stakes in the com- 
munity are not small, but large. 
They are personally interested in 
good government, in maintenance of 
prosperity and employment, and in 
measures promoting stability. Pre- 
mier Meighen endeavored to impress 
on the Congress the vital importance 


to them, as well as to Canada at 
large, of sane progressivism. The 
inescapable truth that nations, like 


man, cannot live alone bids Canada 
to look abroad, and so adjust her in- 
ternal life that she can make most 
progress, while avoiding injuriously 
cutting loose from those whose com- 
petition we must meet. Premier 
Meighen laid down also the good old 
British doctrine of individual initi- 
ative, individual effort, and individual 
reward. The only alternative to this 
is a sort of Communism which would 
rob everyone of natural rights. if 
there is to be real progress, there 
must be security, opportunity, and 
rightful reward. Governments have 
a function to perform in regulating, 
as far as they can, what may be con- 
zideved as rightful reward. But this 
is a question of administration, not 
of principle. Canadian Labor's best 
interests undoubtedly lie with the 
maintenance of Canadian industry, 
the encouragement of capital to de- 
velop the country, and the promo- 
tion of general confidence. This solid 
basis cannot be departed from with- 
out direct and immediate injury to 
the Trades Union members, and any-

thing that they do toward making it 
less secure is a self-inflicted wound. 
Premier Meighen also remarked 
that he had “more sympathy and 
“respect for Labor than for any 
“other class or group.” Ninety-five 
per cent. of Canadians are workers, 
in one field or another, but the 
Prime Minister meant specially the 
average workingman whose’ weekly 
envelope is his chief income. The 
vexations of this class of citizen 
through high ‘prices have not been 
light, but cool analysis of the — situ- 
ation proves conclusively that des- 
truction of individual security, and 
Canada’s ability to compete with 
other nations, would intensify the 
evil, since high prices are _ world- 
wide, ahd our economic prosperity a 
matter largely of our own making.

A PRETTY SPECTACLE 


The Calgary Herald hits the nail 
pretty fairly on the head when it 
82y8: 

When the Canada Wheat Board 
was in operation its critics were 
numerous. They talked about “auto- 
cratic” government and objected to 
forced restriction of the open market. 
They freely prophesied that western 
farmers would lose because of Wheat 
Board operations. Another class of 
critic damned with faint praise, and 
among the newspapers, which are 
supposed to be leaders of public op- 
inion, there were those who pernit- 
ted thrusts against the board and 
had nothing at all to say in .its de- 
fense. 

It is probable that one argument 
influencing the government to dis- 
continue Wheat Board activity was 
this general adverse criticism and 
absence of general support by west- 
ern newspapers. At any rate the 
board was discontinued and “open 
market” conditions resumed. We all 
know the result. Today the men 
and papers “which opposed the Wheat 
Board, most viciously a year ago are 
blaming the government for putting 
it out of business. They got what 
they cried for and are now squealing 
and holding the other fellow for what 
they are themselves responsible for. 
A pretty spectacle they are making 
of themselves.

Big Scheme for Industrial Expansion 
by Burnham and Desborough. 


Montreal, October 7.—The Herald 
prints a Quebec dispatch which an- 
nounces that “a vast project for in- 
dustrial expansion in the province of 


Quebec, of which the final details 
are now being arranged, will son 
be publicly announced. The two 


principal figures in this colossal en- 


terprise are Lord Burnham. proprie- 
tor of t1e London Daily ‘Telegraph, 
and Lord Desborough, who came to 
Canada to attend the congress of 
the Chamber of Commerce in Toron- 
to. 

“The great project elaborated 
comprises the construction of a rail- 
way fron Hudson's Bay to the Sev- 
en Islands, passing py Lake Mistas- 
sini, Lake St. John and Chicoutimi, 
to enter Quebec by the Montmorency 
Valley, -which will shorten the route 
from Chicoutimi to Quebec by cue 
hundred miles; the establishment of 
pulp and paper mills at Seven 
Islands ,and at.all places where there 
are important powers along the line 
of this new railway; and the creation 
of great steel works at Chicoutimi 
and at Quebec, which will ‘become 
large steel manufacturing centres.”

Makes Strong Address on 
the Prohibition Issue

The’ un- 
pleasant weather did not prevent them 
from turning out to hear Mrs. Nellie 
McClung who addressed a meeting in 
the Methodist church on Thursday 
afternoon. The students of the High 
School whom Mrs. McClung has had 
the privilege of addressing on several 
occasions were present in a body and 
listened with appreciative attention 
to the address. : 

The meeting was in charge of the 
women’s section of the Prahibition 
Campaign Committee, and Mrs. Fred 
W. Gaetz presided over the gathering 
in an efficient manner. Miss Crowell 
sang “The Ninety and Nine” in her 
usual pleasing style. 

In her address Mrs. McClung ex- 
pressed her pleasure in speaking to 
so many young people inasmuch as 
“youth is a non-conductor of hatred and 
prejudice,” and is ready to listen to 
truth with an open mind. Of course 
some children have a deep sense of 
justice and it is upon this principle 
that the temperance people are car- 
rying on the campaign against the l- 
quor traffic. 

Comparing the methods of the Kai- 
ser who carried on a warfare against 
non-combatants— defenceless women 
and children, with the methods of Na- 
poleon who led in a warfare of men 
ngainst men, Mrs. McClung stated that 
the ravages of intemperance was felt 
most deeply by women and -children. 
The strength of the traffic is due to 


three causes—(1) that it lends itself |’ 


readily to money-making, (2) it cre- 
ates a false sense of exaltation, (3) 
the indifference of people upon social 
and moral questions. 

With = characteristic humor _ the 
speaker stated that if it were possible 
to invent a serum that would make 
people eager to work and infuse it into 
their brains then ninety-nine per cent 
of our problems would be solved. The 
highest form of exaltation comes from 
having work well done. 

That the friends of the liquor traffic 
concede a temperance victory on poll- 
ing day is evident from the fact that 
one liquor-selling concern had issued 
letter urging its customers to “stock 
up as in all probability this is the last 
time a letter of this kind will be sent 
to you, because the temperance people 
ure. going to prevent the importation 
of liquor.” 

The speaker had found in her ex- 
perience that the people who were 
tnost difficult to interest in this ques- 
tion were the women whose home life 
had sheltered them from the evils of 
intemperance. It is difficult to un- 
derstand how anyone can be indiffer- 
ent upon the temperance question. One 
must be dull, stupid or heartless not 
to feel the suffering that liquor drink- 
ing has caused. 

The temperance movement is based 
also upon good economic principles 
and not mere sentiment. In a recent 


report, of the Congress of Surgeons, 
which appeared in the Annals of Sur- 
gery, September, 1920, the President 
of the Congress of Surgeons had 
stated that even in small quantities, 
alcohol: impairs human efficiency, and 
as a further concrete example of the 
benefit. that had been derived in the 
United States since prohibition had 
come into effect, the psycho-pethia! 
ward of Bellevue Hospital, New York, 
which used to care for some four hun- 
dred inebriate patients, has been 
closed as no longer necessary. Similar 
results had been observed in other in- 
stitutes. ~ : 

Speaking on the question of “per- 
sonal liberty,” Mrs. McClung conten- 
ded that if some people's ideas were to 
be carried out to their logical conclu- 
sion the only person who ever really 
enjoyed “personal Hberty” was Adam 
before the coming of Eve, or in modern 
times the best exponent of personal 
liberty is the tramp. The true idea of 
personal liberty is expressed in the 
couplet: 

“Happy are all free people, too strong 
to be dispossessed, 

But blessed are they among nations, 
who dare to be strong for the rest.” 
An opportunity for discussion was 

given and in this an answer was given 
to the question that Is sometimes 
asked. ‘‘Why.is the manufacture of 
liquor not being prohibited? The 
manufacture will naturally cease when 
the market for liquor is closed. Even 
though some will continue to make it 
for their personal use, the quality of 
liquor manufactured will be very 
greatly diminished. 

Mrs. McClung, who is engaged to 
speak in the campaign that is being 
held in British Columbia, left on the 
afternoon train.

POSITIONS FILLED BY 
LABOR BUREAU 


Ottawa, October 8—Men and wo- 
men to the number of 9,173 were 
placed in regular employment during 
the week ending September 18, 
through the efforts of the employ- 
ment service of Canada. Of this 
total, 8,436 were men and the re- 
maining 737 women. In addition to 
these regular placements, 1,719 casu- 
al jobs were supplied to persons out 
of work, as compared with 1,651 dur- 
ing the preceding week. 

Reports from the various Dominion 
and provincial offices of the employ- 
ment service show an- increase of 
650 in the number of placements dur-' 
ing the week ending September 18, 
as compared with the previous week, 
when the total number of placements 
was 8,523. A comparison be- 
tween the week ending September 18, 
and the same week a year ago, shows 
an increase for ;the present year of 
483 placements. 


PREPARING 


FOWLS. 
FOR WINTER 


(Experimental Farms Note} 

Do not leave the preparations for 
winter too late. 

Get the pullets into winter quar- 
ters before they begin to lay, so that 
they will, not receive a set back, but 
do not bring them in early in: the fall 
unless they are well developed, as 
young stock on range will develop 
very rapidly during the bright, cool 
fall weather. 

Before bringing the pullets in, see 

that the houses have been put in or- 
der, thoroughly cleaned, disinfected, 
and all cracks in walls or roofs care- 
fully stopped so as to avoid drafts or 
dampness. All broken glass should 
be renewed and the cottons. either 
mended or renewed so that they will 
be ready to use when required. This, 
however, does not mean: that when 
the pullets are put in that the win- 
dows should be closed, far from*it. 
- When the birds are put into win- 
ter quarters the conditions should be 
made as nearly as possible similar to 
range conditions. Keep the front of 
the house wide open so as to allow 
all the fresh air possible, and keep it 
that way as long as weather condi- 
tions will permit. 

When the stock was on range it 
was supplied with grains, both whole 
and ground, besides which they con- 
sumed large quantities of green feed, 
grass and other ‘tender vegetation, 
animal feed, grasshoppers, bugs and 
insects, and mineral matter, small 
stones, and, possibly, small shells.’ 
See to it that, when the stock is con-! 
fined, all these feeds are liberally | 
supplied. Scatter grain in the litter 
morning and evening. Keep hoppers 
of dry mash constantly before them, 
also hoppers of beef scrap to replace 
the bugs and insects which they for- 
merly picked upon range. To replace 
the green feed which they were able 
to gather, supply rape, mangels, cab- 
bage, sprouted oats, clover and any 
similar feed that is tender and appe- 
tizing. This green feed is of special 
importance at this time of the year, 
and if not liberally supplied the sud- 
den change to a heavy diet is liable 
to result in liver derangement. 

Use judgment in feeding and hand- 
ling. See that the flock never wants 
for clean water. Feed sparingly 
with scratch feed in the mornings so 
that the flock will continue active 
throughout the day. 

Look carefully after the flock, sup- 
plying dry, bright, well ventilated 
quarters, with feed as _ previously 
suggested, and your poultry’ will 
prove one of the best paying branch- 
es of your farm work.

RETURNED SOLDIERS’ ~ 
> INSURANCE 


All returned soldiers and their fam- 
ilies will be interested in the Return- 
ed Soldiers’ - Insurance Act, under 
whieh they are provided with an op- 
portunity of obtaining life insurance 
at most favourable rates. The Act 
{became effective on September 1st, 
11920, and will remain in force for two 


years. : 

- Under the provisions of the Act any 
honourably discharged soldier, sailor, 
or nurse, of the Canadian forces domi- 
ciled and resident in Canada, may 
insure with the Government to an 
amount of from $500.00 to $5,000.00. 
Under certain conditions the widow 
of a returned soldier, who died sub- 
sequent to discharge, may also ob- 
tain ftnsurance.

are available to anyone, male or fe- 
male, who served during the late war 
in the Imperial Army or with the 
Forces of any of the allied or associ- 
ated powers, providing they were 
domiciled and resident in Canada be- 
| fore the War and hold an honourable 
discharge. 

Many of those who served overseas, 
while not suffering from a severe dis- 
ability, find that ,their physical con- 
dition is such that they are unable to 
obtain life insurance at all or only at 
much. higher rates than are normally 
demanded. Thhey, therefore, find 
themselves severely ‘handicapped in 
providing protection for their depend- 
ents.
